AN ACT to repeal and recreate 16.275 (5) of the statutes, relating to sick and vacation
leave of state employes employed on the prevailing hourly rate.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows :

16.275 (5) of the statutes is repealed and recreated to read:

16.275 (5) Any sick leave accumulated by state employes employed on the prevailing
hourly rate of pay basis, through June 1947, and unused, may be used by them at any
time subject to the rules and regulations of the burean of personnel.
